At the April 2 Huron Board 
of Education meeting, Board 
members went into closed ses- 
sion for the one-year evalua- 
tion of Superintendent 
Thomas Hosler. In a brief 
phone interview the Board’s 
chairperson, Calvin Schalk, 
explained that the evaluation is 
done collectively as a Board, 


rather than by each individual 
board member. The evaluation 
consists of seven areas for 
scoring the Superintendent’s 
performance such as 
Educational Leadership and 
Personal Qualities. 

Not surprisingly, the 
Chairperson said that the col- 
lective review was very posi- 


tive in general. Overall, the 
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Superintendent scored above 
average. 

The evaluation gave feed- 
back under each category and 
reflected a number of positive 
statements. Some of the com- 
ments included in the report 
were: 

“Mr. Hosler has been the 
leader the district needed.” 

“Effective with dealing with 
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The Supervisor responded, 
“But there are no negotiations 
going on.” 

O’Kelley replied, “But 
there should be. We need pro- 
fessional negotiators. We 
should have started negotiat- 
ing this two years ago.”

Have you driven down 
South Huron Road lately? The 
comer of Clark and South 
Huron Road to be exact. Have 
you noticed the changes going 
on there? Isn’t ita shame that a 
beautiful area can be destroyed 
in a matter of days and it’s all 
thanks to the greed of some 
people and their quest to make 
an extra dollar? I’m talking 
about the expansion of Swan 
Creek Manufactured Housing 
Community. 

We were told that eventual- 
ly, there would be a third 
phase. But ,we were also told 
not to worry, you’ ll never even 
know it’s there because the 


beautiful wooded area 
between us will block all view 
of it. Nothing will be touched 
back here (the back common 
area behind my home). That 
beautiful wooded area is gone 
now and the back common 
area will soon be gone, too. 
This. community has been 
robbed of a beautiful wooded 
setting and a large area for the 
kids to play. We will have 
more homes and a road there 
now. Huron Township is 
aware of our concerns regard- 
ing this issue. Some of us 
attended the planning commis- 
sion meeting to make our feel- 
ings known a couple of years 
ago. The township was also

until 11 p.m., seven days a 
week for a variety of recre- 
ational and enrichment activi- 
ties. 

Cooperation for such a pro- 
gram by the Huron School 
District sounds promising. 
Lazere said that the school dis- 
trict’s superintendent, Thomas 
Hosler, is in full support of a 
similar program in Huron. The 
Recreation Commission learn- 
ed of the program when Will- 
oughby began looking into 
programs a couple months 
ago. When she approached the 
Superintendent, he had also 
been looking into something 
similar and informed her of 
Bedford’s program. 

Acknowledging that Huron 
will not be able to start out 
with all that Bedford is cur- 
rently offering, Lazere com- 
mented, “You start small, and 
then you grow.” 

The Commission is already 
looking into a summer latch 
key program and the Town- 
ship offers some of the pro- 
grams that Bedford does such 
as a senior center. Therefore, it 
is a matter of putting together 
a more complete program that 
offers a variety to all the 
Township’s residents. 

Willoughby also expressed 
that if the Commission decides 
to go forward with the project, 
that a five-year commitment

will be needed to get it off the 
ground. She said that full com- 
munity involvement will be 
necessary because such a large 
project won’t succeed with 
only a handful of committed 
people. 

Anetzberger recommended 
getting the Township Board’s 
interest and cooperation so 
that they won’t be going in 
opposite directions with the 
new recreation facility that is 
currently being planned. 

The Commission set up a 
workshop to brainstorm the 
idea and prepare to present the 
project to other groups. The 
meeting will be held April 24 
at 7 p.m. 

In other news: 

e Township resident Joe 
Pavalans briefly presented a 
plan we would like to imple- 
ment for a field house within 
the community. The field 
house would include a soccer 
court, batting cages, and much 
more. Pavalans told the com- 
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aware of the drainage prob- 
lems existing in this communi- 
ty before the new phase began. 

Why would this township’s 
planning committee even con- 
sider letting the expansion 
continue, knowing there were 
many issues left unresolved in 
that community? The existing 
storm drain system is extreme- 
ly inadequate for the current 
residents. Huron Township as 
a whole has a problem with 
flooding during heavy rains or 
melting snows. You just need 
to drive around the area to see 
it. Will these issues ever be 
resolved for those of us who 
live here now? I lost my car in 
the floods at Swan Creek last

“T have observed decisions 
made that are clearly in the 
best interest of the kids and 
district.” 

In response to his thoughts 
on the evaluation, the Super- 
intendent said, “Overall, the 


evaluation process is very 
helpful.

e A $50 wage increase was 
approved for part-time water 
meter readers. 

e A request was approved 
for the American Legion Post/ 
Auxiliary for poppy sales. 

e A motion was carried to 
advertise for fire truck bids 
with a minimum bid of 
$20,000. 

¢ The Board approved a 
Michigan Cat maintenance 
agreement for the Department 
of PUblic Work’s backhoe. 

e A motion was carried for a 
sanitary sewer system opera- 
tion and maintenance program 
covering about 40 miles on 
West Road and Bell Road. The 
cost is about $400,000. 

e A request by the Clerk 
Dawnette Bowers to attend the 
2001 Annual International 
Institute for Municipal Clerks 
Conference was approved. 

e Fire Chief DAve Russow 
announced that the department 
received a $5,000 grant from 
Blue Cross/Blue Shield for 
smoke detectors. The smoke 
detector program will kick off 
at the senior center on Senior 
Day. 

e The Fire Chief also 
received 500 gallons of fire 
fighting foam from contacts he 
had through previous employ- 
ment, saving the Township 
$10,000. 

¢ Police Chief Robert Met- 
zger asked to create a com- 
mittee for putting together an 
employee recognition seminar 
dinner, which was approved. 

e A request to hire part-time 
police officer, Jason Otter, as 
full-time was approved. Otter 
has been with the department 
for a couple years and lives in 
the Township. The Police 


Chief said this would bring the 
department to full staffing. 

e After a discussion on the 
constant changes in the com- 
puter software industry, the 
Board approved updating the 
Township’s general office 
software program. The soft- 
ware has not been updated in 
five years. 

¢ The Board approved a new 
senior center code of conduct. 
The code was created by com- 
bining both senior group’s by- 
laws and rules into one in 
order to eliminate confusion. 
During public time, resident 
Ray Schaffron told the Board 
that they’re going too far by 
regulating cologne and getting 
into personal hygiene. Scha- 
ffron asked, “Who is going to 
determine what is too much?” 

Another resident, Yvonne 
Schoedel said that some peo- 
ple are allergic to cologne. 

¢ Resident Virginia O’Ho- 
tsky complained about cable 
rates going up and that Charter 
has the highest rates in the area 
and has poor reception. The 
Clerk said that currently the 
Township is under contract
